The World’s Window

Ideas Which scem quite new are 
often several centuries old. Whether 
they concern the United States of 
Europe, of which others dreamed be- 
fore M. Briand, although under a lit- 
tle different form; or of the freedom 
of the seas, a matter now very much 
on the international carpet, some- 
one else also thought of that. The 
originator of the freedom of the seas 
was that precursor of Woodrow Wil- 
son, the man who also launched the 
thesis of a League of Nations, Hugo 
de Groot, or Grotius. Grotius, who 
is one of the greatest spirits of all 
time was a Hollander. For political 
reasons, opposition to the rise of the 
Orange family in the Dutch Repub-~ 
lic, he was imprisoned, but escaped 
to France and later served that 
country as Ambassador to Sweden. 
In 1609 he wrote a work named 
“Mare Liberum,” in which he de- 
fended the theory of the freedom of 
the seas. This theory was not at all 
liked in England, Which was at that 
time battling Holland intermittently 
for supremacy on the oceans and in 
the Indies. A English philosopher 
received the order from the British 
Admiralty to refute the thesis of 
Grotius. The “Mare Clausum"” of 
Selden was the answer to Grotius’s 
“Mare Liberum.” Selden set out to 
prove that the seas were Britannia’s 
domain. His work was published by 
order of King Charles I. and printed 
at the expense of the State. The 
book was later solemnly deposited in 
the archives of the Admiralty and 
whenever British maritime power was 
menaced or the Empire's colonia: 
claims disputed, “Mare Clausum” 
was opened to find an argument. 
By all appearances, however, it's 
Grotius’s thesis that will win out 
in the end, three centuries after the 
great Hollander’s death.
